CREATES SENSATION. 
The verdict was arrived at 


shortly after 9 o'clock this even- 
ing and has.created a profour.d 
sensation throughout the entire 
community. While many believed 
her guilty, few thought that the 
jury would by its verdict preclude 
the giving of a life sentence. 


SMILED AT VERDICT. 


' The silence following the read- 
ing of the verdict was painful and 
intense. Every eye in the crowd- 
ed courtroom was fixed upon the 
woman who had her eyes riveted 
upon the jurors. As the contents 
of the verdict were read she 
smiled. The scene is one few will 
forget who saw it. The jury was 
immediately polled and Mrs, Le- 
doux's attorneys gave notice that 
they would move for a new trial 
of the case when she appeared 
for sentence.

To be sure, Furuseth always 
has fought the mayor, considering Tnim & tool of Euef; but the, 
naturaL tendency of all the unions is to sympathize with the 
water front federation in its troubles, and so the mayor is los- 
ing the support of the workingmen right and left because of 
his present attitude.

There is a prevalent suspicion that two leading members 


of the administration have an interest in the contracting firm 
of C E. Loss & Co., which has bee.n building the Ocean Shore 
railroad, which was given the contract for constructing the 
proposed municipal railroad on Geary street, and which is now 
occupying as its offices the city's property at the apex of the 
city hall lot. Certainly the firm is in high municipal favor, and 
when the mayor -^ent in with the United Eailroads and said 
that underground "conduits were all shattered by the earth- 
quake, C. E. Loss promptly echoed his statement and declared 
against constructing a modern electri" conduit road on Geary 


street. Though Loss had the contract tot sudi a road, and 
though investigation has proven thai the undsrgrouad ooaduita 
were not damaged by the earthquake, Lou in act to to Mked to 
carry out his Geary street obligation*. 


Schmitz and Euef are carrying on a poJltiaal war against 


Superior Judge W. P. Lawlor, because he hai been against 
the grafters and has refused to surrender to puU or influence. 
Buef cannot reach Lawlcnr. All his arts and 'blandishments are 
wasted on that stern purist, who sent the administration's bal- 
lot-stuffing henchmen to San Quentin, and even tried to send 
Haestretti, the arch offender in the matter, across the bay. He 
also said things about Euef's complacent election commission- 
ers and so secured an enviable, though powerful, enmity. 


Before the conflagration it was generally understood that 


all the Schmitz and Euef influence was to be stirred up to de- 
feat Lawlor when he comes up for re-election this fall. All 
the criminal element was to be aroused to fight its implacable 
foe. 
The slums and saloons were to erupt anti-Lawlor votes. 


The unholy war was to be declared and the skull and cross- 
bones banner raised to lead the rascally host. It was thought, 
however, that the fire had changed all this, and that a general 
agreement would be made to permit the judges whoso terms 
expire to be renominated and re-elected without opposition. 


But Schmitz and Euef have come out to say that they will 


not stand for Lawlor. They assert that some of their commis- 
sioners threaten to resign if they permit Lawlor's name to go 
on a general judicial ticket. Probably Maestretti and Leffing- 
well are two of the angered commissioners, and they certainly 
have cause for anger. But Lawlor probably could be elected, 
running as an independent and without any party indorsement, 
because he has made a wide reputation as an honest and fear- 
less judge, and San Francisco, complacent in most poetical 
things, does nof look with mild eyes upon the effort of Euef to 
control the judiciary. Anything but that! 


An example of what Euef's control of the judiciary would 


mean was given this week in the Denicke murder trial. Young 
Denicke, given a gun at the time of the fire and being an ex- 
citable young man, killed a poor fellow who was running away 
from him and from, a drunken marine. It was a pitiful tragedy, 
the taking of the life being altogether inexcusable and grow- 
ing out of the indiscriminate arming of foolish young men 
during the excitement of the fire. 


Denicke's father, E. A. Denicke, is a rich, well known and 


highly respected citizen. He is one of the ablest and most earn- 
est of university regents, is a careful banker, and altogether an 
estimable man in public or private life. Of course, he went to 
the rescue of his son when that son was in trouble, and no one 
will hold him to blame for anything he did in the matter. He 
employed Euef to defend his boy in the police court, and I have 
no doubt the fee was large enough to stand a little splitting. 


The police judge before whom the preliminary hearing was 


held is named Shortall. Before Euef picked bitn up and put 
him on the bench his chief distinction was his employment as 
attorney for the bunco-steerers, who have a politico corrupting 
system all their own, and who work with a method and organi- 
zation that is effective almost beyond belief. Well, Euef made 
Shortall police judge and Banker Denicke, with a father's long- 
headedness, employed Euef to defend his son in Short- 
all's court. The result could have been forcast by any hanger 
on of the criminal trials. Not only did Shortall dismiss young 
Denicke, but he complimented and flattered him for his sick- 
ening slaughter. As for the grand jury, well, you'll find as sec- 


retly of that body Myrtile Cerf, the chief "listener" for Buef 
and Sdanita—a iort of detective who tells what he hears when 
man are talking in public retorts. 


Already we begin to hear of a trolley line for Van Ness

' for the asking. Van NOM avenue is destined to be the great 


retail street for some years to come, and a trolley line there 
would be of very great value. Of course, there has been a sort 
of- sentiment heretofore that has kept street railroads off the 
splendid boulevard. But just now, when sentiment has been 
deadened and the people are not on watch, it would be compara- 
tively easy to steal that splendid franchise, and already I hear 
talk that the trick is to be turned. 


There has been some flurry over the granting of salaries 


of $6000 apiece to the three commissioners, Dr. Edward Devine 
of the Eed Cross; Edward F. Moran and Colonel George H. 
Pippy, who are to have the handling of the $6,000,000 relief 
fund, when the army lets go its hold on the relief work on the 
first of next month. Dr. Devine has said that he will not accept 
any salary for the few months he can be here to get Ihe work 
started. He has ample salaries elsewhere. Though he receives 
nothing from the war department or the Eed Cross society at 
Washington, he is general secretary of the Charity Organiza- 
tion Society of New York, the big society charity of the metrop- 
olis; director of the School of Philanthrophy, connected with 
the society; editor of the weekly magazine, "Charities," and 
Sehiff Professor of social economy at Columbia university, to 
which chair Jacob H. Sehiff gave $100,000 last year. He is the 
author of a number of books, and in a general way is just the 
sort of man to direct and systematize the relief work—much of 
which has been ridiculous up to now. 


Edward F. Moran was formerly a reporter and a goof 


one. 
He was editor of Marriatt's "News Letter" for a time, 


and went from the "Examiner" to the place of secretary of 
the civil service commission, when that commission was set up 
by the new charter. Mayor Phelan gave him the place as a 
matter of patronage, though he had to go through the farce of 
a competitive examination before he was formally given the 
appointment He was wise enough, when Phelan went out, to 
keep in with Schmitz and Ruef, and in time was made a civjl 
service commissioner instead of secretary because as commis- 
sioner he would have time to practice law, to which profession 
he had been admitted while serving as secretary. Now he is 
Schmitz's man on that $6000 a year commission. Very fat for 
a reporter, eh? 


Colonel George H. Pippy is the well-known president of 


the Union League club, a milkman and a lawyer. As a lawyer 
he has been exceptionally successful in landing Chinese who 
came to this port. Some of his n»lfc was condemned a while 
ago, I believe, but that might have been business rivalry or 
politics for all I know. He was General M. H. De Young's 
selection for the $6000 salary, and though he may not have 
earned that much before, is energetic enough to do so now. So 
it's not a bad sort of commission by any manner of means, and 
the members of it quite probably will give value received for 
their $6000 a year. But it is a fat salary, isn't it t If jou don't 
think so, ask Governor Pardee, who has the same, or Secretary 
of State Curry, whd gets half that.

LOSE PUCES 


The Needs of Yosemite. 


At last Congress has adopted a resolution,, and the President 


has signed it, accepting the Yosemite Valley, which the legislature 
receded to the national government It is to be presumed that this 
will end the controversy as to who shall control the valley. But a 
mere change of owners will be of little benefit unless Congress will 
provide the means for accommodating visitors to the valley. There 
ie a painful lack of adequate hotel accommodations in Yosemite, 
and this cannot be supplied unless Congress appropriates the money 
•or grants a con< ession that will enable private parties to build a 
hotel. Tl\e national government owns not only the valley, but the 
adjacent territory tor miles around Private capital is thus debarred 
from providing for the wants of the public, and because the wants 
of the sightseeing public are inadequately and unsatisfactorily pro- 
vided for under the present system, travel to Yosemite and the Big 
•frees is comparatively light—not a third, indeed, of what it should 
be In a short time an electric railway will be completed to a ter- 
nrtnns within a few rdles of the valley, and when it is in running 
order the pressure on hotel accommodations will be much greater 
than it has been in the past 
It is a pressure that should be removed 


without delay, for the valley and the splendid forest and mountain 
acenery which constitutes its setting should be popularized and made 
•Triable to the masses. Yosemite has been made more quickly 
easily and cheaply accessible, but the tide of visitors is still held 
back because travelers cannot be properly accommodated in large 
numbers when they go there. It is to be hoped that having taken 
Ofer the valley. Congress -will now provide it with a hotel worthy of 
tbt eurrotmdings. 


(The strenuous efforts made to yoke Arizona and New Mex- 


ico together haw failed in the essential part. The enabling act 
pMMd by Congress permits the voters of the two Territories to decide 
whether they should come into the Union on the terms prescribed. I 
a majority vote in either Terrrltory Is cast in opposition the joint 
Statehood project will fail. There is not a doubt of its being voted 
down. Oklahoma and Indian Territory come in as one State, on 
terms generally satisfactory to the inhabitants of both Territories 
under the name of Oklahoma. The new State has an area of 70,000 
iqoare miles, and contains a population estimated at 1,300,000 or 
1,400,000. In 1900 the inhabitants numbered 790,000 and the in 
crease since is estimated at fully 100,000 a year. It appears to be 
conceded that Oklahoma is normally Democratic, though the pres 
ent Territorial Delegate is a Republican. 


After expending over $500,000 in a struggle testing over twelve- 


ears to be elected Senator from Delaware, J. Edward Addicks has 
jiven up the fight and quit politics. It is said that he is broke. 


This announcement will cause little sorrow, for the methods 


y which he acquired his wealth were as disreputable and demoral- 
zing as his method of using money for his political aggrandize- 
ment. He corrupted both business and politics As'a politician and 
as a financier he sailed under the buccaneer's ensign. For a decade 
it held Delaware by the throat, refusing to let the Republicans 
elect a Senator imless Addicks was also elected. For two years 
the State actually had no representative in the Senate because this 
ihamelesa political freebooter blocked the way. The Democratic 
minority and a group of independent Republicans, constituting a 
majority of the Legislature, would not consent to Addicks on any 
:erms, hence there has been one vacancy and for a short period two 
vacancies in the Senate from Delaware for many years. 


At last the long struggle for decency has ended, with Addicks 


driven from the field, stripped of his riches and influence. Dela- 
ware has her full representation in the Senate, and Colonel Henry 
3u Pont, the newly elected member, is the man who led the fight 
on the Republican side to down Addicks and Addicksism 


The whole country has watched with interest the struggle in 


Delaware and will hail the result with pleasure. It is a vindication, 
not only of the political integrity of the people of Delaware, but 
of the principle of popular government. It is also a proof of the 
ability of the Republicans of Delaware to purge their party of cor- 
ruptionists without disorganizing or forming coalitions 
They 


would surrender neither to Addicks nor the Democrats, and have 
proved that they could be loyal to clean methods and party honor 
without being infidel to party principles They have made a good 
fight which will afford an inspiring example to other" States. 


PARDEE POPULAR IN SAN BERNARDINO.

The Control of the Dead Hand. 


Harper's Weekly pokes fun at Jo, Medill Patterson for criti 


cizing the Marshall Field will. Mr Patterson is young, it is true 
and is rather raw in his ideas of economics, but the Marshall Fiel 
will nevertheless suggests a distinct menace. Mr. Field attempted j 
to tie up in a trust an estate worth from $120,000,000 to $140,000,000 
till an infant grandson should reach the age of fifty years The will 
provides that this vast estate, with practically all its accretions, shall 
remamamtact for half a century, and that if either of his grandsons 
die in the interim the other shall inherit the whole. 


Such a will is against public policy, if for no other reason than 


that it provides purely for an enormous accumulation of money 
under a single control 
In no light does it have a worthy or benefi- 


cent aspect 


The law should not permit the formation of trusts intended 


solely to increase and perpetuate family wealth. Why should a 
dead hand be permitted to reach out from the grave to control vast 
hoards which enter into the commerce and industry of living men ? 
No man should be permitted to become a posthumous miser. 
Legis- 


latures should not attempt to overrule the laws of nature. As a man 
cannot carry his money to the grave with him, he should be content 
to let the living manage It in their own way after he is dead and 
gone 
He should not be allowed to chain his heirs and estate to 


his tomb, nor compel his executors to go on piling up a heap of gold, 
which must ultimately be dissipated and dispersed if it is not in 
time to absorb all the wealth in the world 


Few people stop to realize that if one cent had been set aside 


in a special fund by Moses and allowed to accumulate at compound 
interest the fund bo created would contain more riches than the 
combined wealth of all the nations Estates must either be dissi- 
pated, divided, or cease to accumulate if one is not in time to absorb 
all the others and gather to itself the ownership of everything of 
material value on the earth Such a thing is, of course, impossible, 
but that is the logical result of the policy Mr Field has mapped out 
for his executors That he tried to do something that is undesirable 
from ever> point of view is evident; that his scheme, if successful, 
would be a public misfortune cannot be denied, that it cannot be 
successful is no argument tor allowing the experiment. 


When a man dies his jurisdiction over the lives and property of 


men should cease 
The la\\, -which is the guide and chart of or- 


ganized actn e soctetj should step in and end the control of the dead 
hand, not strengthen and conhrm it 
When the law of nature bids

horizon just when1 there seemed a 
prospect that things would settle 
down. 
The massacre at Bialy- 


stok has set public feeling ablaze. 
Europe is not only horrified but 
this time is generally dismayed, 
since the specter of repudiation 
and financial ruin looks large. 


The most serious result for 


Russia herself is the bbw dealt 
to the Anglo-Russian negotia- 
tions. Far-seeing Russian states- 
rren have deliberately pushed on 
the negotiations and have been 
gradually educating public opin- 
ion in Rlussia, because they saw 
in an Anglo-Russian understand- 
ing the surest means of re-estab- 
lishing Russia's credit and posi- 
tion in the eyes of the world. 
England, as has been explained 
before, is willing for her own pur- 
poses to meet Russia half way, 
but is held back because she is 
afraid to conclude an agreement 
while Russia is almost in a state 
of anarchy. 


NO DANGER FELT. 


When the douma met, the Rus- 


sian ambassador to London, by 
persistent 
persuasion, brought 


the British government to the 
view that there was no immedi- 
ate danger of any fresh upheaval 
and that it was better to conclude 
! the agreement before German} 
had acquired a position in the 
middle East, to bring her right to 
interfere. The result was that the 
matter was hastened on and ev- 
erything was moving forward, 
when suddenly came the Bialy- 
stok massacre, with incomprehen- 
sible laxness, if not complicity, on 
the part of local authorities. 
It 


was simultaneously reported that 
the czar intended to dissolve the 
douma. The intense stupidity of 
the latter move created such hos- 
tile criticism that the intention 
-iras instantly disavowed, but tbe 
impression of folly remains. 


COMPLICITY DENIED. 
As for the massacre at Bialy- 


stok, Count Benckendorff, the 
Russian ambassador to London, 
immediately, denied any complici- 
ty on the part of the government 
in the strongest tterms, yet it was 
impossible 
to 
counteract the

England, where the Jewish ele- 
ment is numerous, rich and influ- 
ential. If nothing further occurs 
the public may soon forget, but 
meanwhile there is a distinct op- 
position to concluding any agree- 
ment with the guilty government. 
There is also a strong feeling t.fiat 
the British fleet should not be the 
guest of St. Petersburg until the 
Russian government has taken 
genuine measures to bring the 
Bialystok offenders to book. 


JEWS PERSISTENT. 


Meanwhile the powerful Jews 


here will not give up their en- 
deavors to persuade the British 
government to interfere in behall 
of the Russian Jews. So far the 
foreign 
secretary, Sir Edwarc 


Grey, has contented himself, like 
President Roosevelt, with ex- 
pressing 
his sympathy while 


pointing out the impossibility of 
intervention. 
He did, however, 


promise to telegraph to Russia 
for full information. Lord Roth- 
schild said: 


"We must wait to see whether 


guilt on the part of the Russian 
officials is established by the in^ 
quiry being made by members of 
the dourna.--Jf any guilt is estab- 
lished, tnen the strongest meas- 
ures should be taken to persuade 
the government to cancel the visit 
of our fleef to St. 
Petersburg, 


which, in the middle of the pres- 
ent negotiations, would be a seri- 
ous step. Also the Jews, who 
have been passive resisters in the 
matter of Russian loans, would 
exert hostility that would make it 
absolutely impossible for Russia 
to obtain financial assistance in 
LonJon. This would then again 
be a serious matter, for Russia 
must have money soon. The pro- 
ceeds of the last loan are practi- 
cally used up. There is no inten- 
tion of applying directly to Lon- 
don, but it is hoped to make a 
deal with England and Germany 
over the Bagdad railway and in- 
cidentally to procure a loan in 
London in connection with' the 
undertaking." 
MATTERS MAY IMPROVE- 


Possibly matters may improve 


if there are no further internal 
disasters, but until the czar shows 
definite signs of considering the 
desires, of the douiha, Europe 
must hover on the brink of finan- 
cial diaster. Fortunately the cscar 
at present is extremely sensitive 
to criticism by the English press.

THE ABOLITION OF 
CHINATOWN. 


A few days after the great fire 


had roared through San Francis- 
co and left nothing west of the 
sky-scraper district save bare and 


the ulcer of San Francisco. Now 
it is wiped out. We will have no 
more Chinatown.^ The Argonaut 
ventured to remark in a still, 
small voice that whatever might 
be its personal preferences in the 
matter, even the ordinances of the 
San Francisco supervisors could 
not override constitutional pro- 
visions and treaty rights; that if 
the Chinese owned the land in fee 
simple in Chinatown, no law or 
ordinance, state, county or city, 
could deprive them of their hold- 
ings.

tum we laid down. The mayor, 
the supervisors, the citizens' com- 
mittee, and the citizens' sub-com- 
mittees have labored with this 
question and have sat up nights 
with it. But after many weary 
rounds of doubt it resolved itself 
merely to this: that the Chinese 
did not want to leave Chinatown; 


blackened hills, there rose a cho- 
rus of congratulation over the 
fact that Chinatown was de- 
stroyed. "This is the end of Chi- 
natown," chortled every _one in 
glee. "That was the plague spot, 


away, and th: project threw its 
last throe at the meeting of the 
citizens' committee last week. 
The chairman of the Chinatown 
sub-committee, A. Ruef, reported 
briefly that the Chinese objected 
to being removed; that no other 
neighborhood wanted them; that 
the Chinese had the constitution 
on their side; that in his opinion 
they could not be legally re- 
moved; and that the committee 
wished to be discharged.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 23.—It lobks as though the dis- 


tribution* of the millions contributed for \fche relief of the vic- 
tims of thexSan Francisco fire by the generdus people of America 
will furnish'one of the greatest and most ilrasavory graft scan- 
dals of the far west. Instead of going /Direct tp the people 
for whom it was subscribed by the kindhearted' people through- 
out the country the chanoes are this vast amount of money 
will be converted, or rather perverted, inio. a prize package 
for conscienceless looters. 


Already rumors are afloat dealing with discrepancies in 


the accounts of the finance committee. Instead of formally 
contradicting these stories or offering evidence' to prove their 
inaccuracy the finance committee is devoting its energies to 
ways and means for the distribution of a large percentage of 
the money entrusted to its care among high salaried employes. 


Meanwhile prominent downtown merchants who have not 


received payment for goods delivered at the request of the 
committee, declare they will sell nothing more to that body save 
for cash. This is certainly a lamentable condition of affairs. 


The proposition to pay three inexperienced men salaries 


of $6000 a year each to see that this money is properly mis- 
appropriated is an infamy. Owing to the superior incompet- 
ence of the various persons named for these jobs, it would be 
necessary that they be supplied with a corps of assistants able 
to do the detailed work. The salary roll for these assistants 
would eat up say $20,000 a year. So you see the paid em- 
ployees would consume in the neighborhood of $50,000 a year 
of the relief fund before the victims of the disaster, for whose 
sole benefit the money was, so generously contributed, could 
get a five cent piece. 


I should think the flour scanlal supplied Ihe muck-rake 


people with sufficient ammunition to make thp finance com- 
mittee think twice before acting rashly or foolishly. But it 
appears that these men court measures that irritate and dis- 
please the people.

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In spite of the fact that the grand jury has technically

For 
years a small army of get-rich-quick financiers have made for- 
tunes by shaving the warrants of the clerks employed by the 
municipality. ,The auditor's office has always been a hang-out 
for these wolves. If the auditor cared to he could drive them 
out of business in no time; but there is more money in doing 
favors for these money lenders than serving the interests of 
the people or protecting the thriftless tax eaters.

The best way to determine the prosperity of the city, es- 


pecially after a calamity, is by keeping a tab on the luxuries 
consumed. You can always tell just how much money is in a 
town by the size of the audience at its high priced "theatre. 
If good shows are playing to empty benches you can wager 
your life that the town is broke. 


Next to the theatre the fashionable cafe is the best indica- 


tion of the prosperity or poverty of a large city. During good 
times in old days, places like Tait's, Zinkand's, Techau Tav- 
ern and the French restaurants were jammed to the doors, 
from noon until midnight. During hard times it was the op- 
posite. 


Although the city has got little beyond the ruins stage, 


it is already populated with fashionable cafes and first class 
restaurants that are quite as good as anything they have in 
New York or London. 


The opening of Tait's in the home of the almost late Judge 


"Wallace on Monday night was quite an event. Ther^ was a 
large delegation present from the Pacific-Union, Family and 
the Bohemian clubs. While few of the men were in formal 
dress, many of the women sported pretentious costumes. Tait 
told me on Friday that he was doing a bigger business than 
he ever did at Zinkand's, and that Ms lowest day's receipts 
footed over $1000. On the opening night the receipts footed 
$1200. 


The hotel Majestic, which is conducted by Maim, former 


partner of Tait, is also doing a remarkable restaurant busi- 
ness. Out by the beach there are three of four expensive eating 
establishments where liquor is openly served with meals. Nat- 
urally these places have had a tremendous vogue. So long 
as the first class cafe does a rushing business there can be no 
question as to the prosperity of Dear New 'Frisco,

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Supervisor Jim Gallagher, the mouth-piece of the admin- 


istration, is telling a very funny story of how Supervisor Mike 
Coffey had Supervisor Tom Lonergan punched in the jaw by 
Supervisor Pat McGushin. Here is the story as Gallagher is 
telling it all over town: 


Coffey met Lonergan on Fillmore street and placing his 


hand against a telegraph pole said: 


"Tom, I want you to punch my hand as hard as you can." 
With that Lonergan drew back his right arm as though 


he were reaching for a pie in the rear of a baker's wagon, and , 
let drive. Before the fist of Lonergan had got well under way 
Coffey deftly removed his hand from the pole. So instead of 
Coffey 'a mit, Tom landed flush on the wood, nearly breaking Ms 
hand.

Supervisor Mike Coffey is now one of tlie leading states- 


men of the burned district. Notwithstanding the fact that Mike 
has passed through the ruins several times, in the day time and 
after dark, many of the bricks are still there. Years ago Mike 
used to be in the assembly. In those days he was one of Phil 
Crimmins' messengers. Now, however, he is a reformer, and 
devoting all his energies to reforming people who are against 
the United Railroads. Mike says that next to a water proof 
sea going hack or a balloon inflated by R. Porter Ashe, the 
greatest thing to ride in is an overhead trolley car. 


Mike and Supervisor Tom Lonergan have recently been 


seen together in the vicinity of Golden Gate park, where they 
have a number of "blind pigs." 


A few days ago some of the crude petroleum disappeared 


from the main drive. However, the man that got this is known 
to be an [talian. Neither Coffey nor Lonergan have any use 
for crude petroleum. 


The most profitable investment here since the disaster of 


April 18th has been the "blind pig." These secret drinking 
places have been flourishing now for the past thirty days. Up 
to a week ago actual secrecy was maintained but during the 
last few days they have been conducted openly. Of course, the 
only thing the policemen on the beats knew about their exiss- 
ence was confined to their own free liquor and of course, you 
couldn't expect a hard-working policeman to arrest the keeper 
of a "blind pig" after he had partaken of the contents of the 
trough. Down south of Market a man Avho formerly conducted 
a hotel and lost about $10,000 by'the fire started a "blind pig" 
that has netted him a profit averaging over $50 a day. I-c 
sells nothing but straight whisky and bottled beer. Naturally 
the beer is fairly good, the whisky is awful bad. It would be 
fine stuff to run a gasoline automobile or steam launch in other 
dayo. But in these times his patrons seem to relish the fire 
water as an infant enjoys its mother's milk. In talking to 
this man the other day, I asked him about his profits and here's 
what he said: 


"I sell on an average sixteen dozen quart bottles of beer 


and five gallons of whisky every day. The beer costs me a 
dollar and twenty cents a dozen bottles. I sell it at twenty-five 
cents a bottle, or ten cents a glass. By the single glass I nat- 
urally make a greater profit. But saying that I sell nothing 
but entire bottles, you will see that I dispose of 192 quarts of 
beer a day. At twenty-five cents a quart I take in $48. The 
beer costs me $19.-20. That leaves me a profit of $28.00 on the 
beer alone. I pay $1.50 a gallon for my whisky. Five gallons 
means twenty-five bottles of whisky. Each bottle contains thir- 
teen drinks. That makes a total of 325 drinks. At ten cents a 
drink I take in $32.50. The whisky costs me $7.50, so my profit 
on it is an even $25. Add that to $28.80, that I clean up on the 
beer and I have total profit of $53.80 on the day. . That isn't 
so bad in these hard times, is it?" 


It looks as thought the Red Cross people are going to get 


into all sorts of a mix-up over the distribution of relief sup- 
plies. Dr. Devine, the national head of the Red Cross, who is 
conducting the work of the society out here, is not a man who 
either inspires friendships or creates a favorable impression 
on short acquaintance. As a matter of fact, he is simply a 
bloodless professional charity monger. Everything he does in 
the name of charity he gets paid for. I think if anybody went 
and asked Dr. Devine to manage the distribution of food to 
the poor and take nothing in return for himself but a suffi- 
ciency of food, a place to sleep and clothing, he would indig- 
nantly refuse to undertake the job. 


I believe it is a crime to have people like Dr. Devine at 


the head ofyany committee for the distribution of relief for 
San Francisco. He is not in sympathy Vith the true Sari Fran- 
cisco spirit, and when it comes down to a matter of helping 
the needy, there are any amount of people and societies right 
here capable of doing more good in'an hour than all the Dr. 
Devines in the country could do in a week. The-sooner the 
good-hearted and well-meaning people who are anxious to help 
the lowly and-the unfortunate realize that charity workers for 
revenue only are better dead, it will be a blessing to all con- 
cerned. 


I am glad to note the success of the mew play "The Law 


and the Man," which Wilton Lackaye dramatized from Victor 


Hugo's masterpiece "Les Miserables." In the play 
appears as Jean Valjean. 
The play was produced in New 


Haven the other evening under the management of William 
A. Brady, and made a great hit It will be shortly produced in 
New York and will come to the coast when a suitable theatre 
is ready for its reception. Here is what one of the New Haven 
papers had to say about the opening performance: 


At the Hyperion last night, Mr. Wilton Laokaye and 


a competent cast of players scored a triumph in "The Law 
and the Man." 


-" The publication of "Les Miserables" was an event that 


some of us can well remember. The power and pathos of 
the book were unmistakable. Vigor in the painting of the 
scenes, admirable effectiveness in narration, real vitality 
in the characters, intense sympathy with the down-trodden 
and suffering, a ^tyle such as no other contemporary and 
but few writers of any time could handle—when a novel 
possesses qualities like these it is a very great novel. In 
this work Victor Hugo was at his best. 


There is in "Les Miserables" the salt of genius that 


will preserve it forever from decay. Vivid powers of de- 
scription, admirable skill as a narrator, the faculty of creat- 
ing real characters and interesting us in their futures, 
the powers of marshalling their actions to definite ends, 
pathos, passions, a noble intolerance of wrong, and a style ' 
of marvellous richness and brilliancy. 


The book holds an honorable, place in the literature r 


of the world, and coming from the hands of such 
an acknowledged master of stage-craft as Wilton Lackaye, 
the new play is easily one of the big sensations of a sea- 
son that has been conspicuously barren of good things. 


That the theme is mighty, every person familiar with \ 


the literature of France knows; that the publication of 
the five novels under this general title revolutionized the 
penal code of that country most of us have for- 
gotten. Hugo did for France and the unhappy subjects 


• of the king, with "Les Miserables," what Charles Dickens 


did for the unfortunate children of England when "Nich- 
olas Nickelby" was given to the world. Both systems were / 
abolished. 


Let it be announced at the start that Mr. "Lackaye 


with that fine sense of stage craft, for which he is noted, 
has folowed religiously the story of Jean Valjsan, one pf 
the most dramatic conceived by the brain of man. and so far 
as possible has used the dialogue of Victor Hu^o, believing 
it impossible to improve on the speeches the great French- 
man placed in the mouths of his characters. 


At the end of the third act Mr. Lackaye, in response 


to applause, made a short but witty speech saying that he 
was glad to learn that the public welcomed his maiden ef- 
fort as an author, and especially so, as it was a New Haven 
audience.^ "It is a pleasure to be commended in this city, 
where, through the influence of the buildings across the 
street the people are able to pronounce the name of Hugo's 
productions," said he. "I have written 'The Law and the 
Man' with much assists nee from Victor Hugo, but none of 
his consent, and I have supplied two very simple mono- 
syllables in the title of the play which can be understood 
by the most ignorant Anglo-Saxon."

big fire were one of the city's crying evils. Their patrons 
stopped at nothing to get money. Robbery, petty larceny, for- 
gery, embezzlement, and even murder were resoVted to by the 
poolroom patrons in their efforts to get enough money to bet. 


All the banks and the big business houses of San Fran- ' 


cisco gave orders to their employes that they would automa- 
tically discharge themselves if they were known to patronize 
a poolroom. But even this definite order was flagrantly vio- ' 
feted. 
So powerful did the owners of these dens be- 


come, through their'vast earnings, that they wore absolutely 
able to control the police department in the matter of raids.

Cress, President Roosevelt has this to 
«ay. 


"Necessity for a complete and ade- 


quate system of coast defense Is great- 
er today than twerty years ago. for 
the Increased wealth or the counry of- 
fers more tempting inducements to at- 
tack, and a hostile fleet can reach our 
coast in a much shorter period of time. 
The fact that v. e have now a ravy does 
not in anywise diminish the Import- 
ance of coast defenses, on the con- 
trary, that fact emphasizes their value 
and necessity for construction 
It Is 


an accepted naval maxim that a navy 
can be used 
to strategic advantage 


only when acting on the offensive, and 
it can be free to so operate only after 
our coast defense is reasonably se- 
cured and so recognised by the coun- 
try. 


"It was due to the securely defended 


condition of the Japanese ports that the 
Japanese fleet was free to seek out 
and watch Its proper projectlve—the 
Russian fleet—without fear of Inter- 
ruption or recall to guard Its home 
ports against raids by the Vladivostok 
squadron. 


"This Is one of the most valuable 


lessons of the late war in the East, 
and is worthy of serious consideration 
by our countrj, with Its extensive coast

class cities. 


WHAT CENSUS SHOWS. 


Advocates of •woman suffrage point 


to the fact that the last census showed 
that between 3,000.000 and 
4,000,000 


women of the country were then en- 
gaged in wage-earning occupations 
outside of domestic service. 
Of 131 


occupations classed as gainful, women 
were engaged In all but two—those of 
soldiers, sailors and mariners, and tel- 
ephone and telegraph linemen.

While yet a Territory Utah extend- 


ed full franchise to women In 1870 
This was taken from them by the 
Brdman-Tucker act of Congress of 
In 18£7, but when Utah entered the 
Union of States, In 1896, it had the 
general-suffrage 
provision firmly In- 


corporated In Its constitution 


Mrs. Lillie Pardee was elected clerk 


of thp new State Senate, and, as such, 
signeil the credentials of Utah's first 
United States Senators—the first In- 
stance of the kind upon record. Since 
then women have been elected to both 
houses of the Legislature and to nu- 
merous county offices. 


In 1900 Mrs. W. H Jones was sent 


as a delegate from Utah to the Re- 
publican National Convention in Phil- 
adelphia, and Mrs. Elizabeth Cohen 
was chosen by the Democrate to he:p 
represent them at K&nsas City.

BEST WOMEN. 


At first the best women in Wyom- 


ing: served on Juries, but of recent 
years this custom has been virtually 
discontinued. 
In this State women 


have not taken a conspicuous part in 
politics, at least to the' extent of, bold- 
ng office, but It is (aid that they ar* 
usually found voting for the best in- 
terests of the community. Miss Elelle 
Reel held the position of State Super- 
.ntendent of Public Instruction until 
appointed by President McKlnley Na- 
tional Superlntedent of Indian Schools. 


Kansas women have exercised the 


right of suffrage In municipal elec- 
tions since 1887, and also vote for 
school officers. 
The first State con- 


stitution, In 1869, declared women eli- 
gible for all school offices; later they 
served as county clerks, registers of 
deeds and county 
superintendents. 


In 1889, L. B. Kellogg, 
Attorney- 


General of the State, appointed his 
wife as the assistant in that office. 
She was a practicing attorney—her 
husband's law a* well as life partner 
—and filled the larger position with 
considerable credit. 
Miss Ella Cam- 


eron served out her father's unexplred 
term as Probate Judge, and the next 
Legislature legalized her acts. 


Several of the small towns of the 


State placed their entire local govern- 
ment In the hands of women. Between 
1887 and 1894 there weip fifty female 
Aldermen, five women Police Judges, 
one City Attorney, several City Clerks 
and Treasurers and numerous clerks 
and treasurers of School Boards. 


In ISM there w*r* twenty women 


serving a* county superintendents of 
schools and 
E54 on various school 


board*. Pour year* later, an incom- 
plete canvas* ihowed In office on* 
woman a* clerk of the District court, 
two a* county clerk*, seven as regis- 
ter 
of 
deeds and tweaty-seven as 


county superintendents of schools. 


More than twenty-fir* women have 


been elected to the office of mayor In 
smaller Kansas towns. In several In- 
stances entire boards of aldermen have 
been composed of women. 


Mrs Mary D. Ixswmin eerved two 


term* a> Mayor of Oskaloosa, support- 
ed by boards of aldermen composed 
entirely of her own ser. She declined 
a third term, which was tendered, say- 
Ing that she and her associates had 
accomplished the work they had set 
out to do. 


These women did much In the way 


of street and other Improvements, and 
left In the municipal treasury more 
money than they had found there. 


A similar record was made by Mr*. 


Antoinette Haskeil, of Oaylord, who 
was supported by a local legislative 
branch composed of women.

ceed 114,000 for the year ending June 
30. The figures for the latest month* 
are so large that It will probably roach 
150,000. It certainly cannot fall below 
125,000.

to about seven per cent of the Inhabi- 
tants of th.> United States. 
If th!( 


country received as many ImmieTant* 
in proportion to Its population a* Ca- 
nada It would have to dlspoee of about

hows that the Moroccan authorities 
•blinded the eyes" of the foreigners. 


Mesfewl was kept In the Marakesch 
ail until outside attention was dulled, 
nd then, on' May 15, his torture be- 


Wlth such details of fiendish cruelty 


that they cannot be fully realized, says 
a Tangier cablegram to the New York 
American, Mohammed Mtsfewl, 
the 


web-murderer of Marake<jch, has been 
walled up alive. 


It was this same Mesfewl who was 


to have been crucified for his tremen- 
dous crimes—It Is known that he mur- 
dered not fewer than thirty-six yoTi 
women—and who was saved from that 
fashion of execution by the outcry of 
the resident foreign officials. 


It would have been better had these 


same officials not Interfered with Mo- 
roccan Justice, for Mesfewl before he 
died underwent lingering torture com- 
pared with which crucifixion would 
have been merciful. 


MESFEWI'S CRIMES. 


Mesfewl was a cobbler aad public 


letter writer. Associated with him In 
his crimes was an old woman seventy 
years of age „ named Annah. Many 
girls of the city disappeared 
In the 


last days of April and the parents of 
one young woman traced her to the 
cobbler's shop. 
Annah was put to the 


torture and confessed. 


She told that the girl*, who came 


to dlotate letters, were treated to 
drugged 
wine and then beheaded. 


Twenty decapitated bodies were found 
In a deep pit under the shop and six 
teen more la the garden. 


All of Mesfewl's victims were mutl 


lated with dagger cuts In order t 
stimulate fanaticism, and It waa prov 
ed they had been murdered for mono 
—most of It In trifling sums. 


Annah died under the torture an 


Mesfewl confessed. 
By an anclen 


Moorish custom he was condemned t 
be crucified. 


WHIPPED WITH 


THORNY 
SWITCHES. 


Dally he was led Into the market 


place and whipped with switches of 
he thorny accacla. The cobbler

/when It was seen that, despite all care., 
Mesfewl was falling Into exhaustion, 
It was decided to carry out the *u- 
preme sentence. This was that he be 
walled up In the public market place. 
The courier who brings this news from 
Marakesch to Tangier asserts that the 
order of execution bore the sultan's 
own signature, and the fact that the 
sentence was carried out In the creat 
square of the city, and In full view of 
the populace, shows that the officials 
of Marakesch knew the awful pro- 
gramme wo aid not be Interfered with. 


The day of execution was set for 


Monday, June llth, that being Mara- 
keseh's market day. The news of the

The ] 
claim w as that sparks from passing 
locomotives had started the flames, 
and for a time It seemed as If the case 
were surely going the plaintiff's way, 
because the railroad really had been 
a notorious offender 
At almost the 


last moment, however, the railroad 
company's attorney thought of the 
weather records and they showed con- 
clusively that on the night of the fire 
a high wind was blowing directly away 
from the property and towards the 
railroad 
This testimony was so con- 


vincing that the Judge ordered the Jury 
to bring In a verdict for the railroad. 


The great storm that wrecked Gal- 


veston 
caused many Intricate law- 


suits, not 
only In Galveston, 
but 


throughout the whole country where 
the effects were felt, and the weather 
records played Important parts. No 
doubt the San Francisco earthquake 
will have the same effect. The Galves- 
ton tidal wave was not the subject of 
the weather bureau's testimony any 
more than the earthquake probably 
will be But the weather records were 
and will be vastly Important as bear- 
Ing on wind conditions, and thus cast- 
Ing light on the causes that Bet cer- 
tain buildings afire or caused walls 
to fall after the earthquake had pasaed.

At the trial of the first damage suit, 


the attorney for the railroad called the 
observer at the Chicago weather bu- 
reau station and required him to trace 
the track of the great Galveston storm. 
The observer did so, showing that it had 
passed northward with greatly dimin- 
ished energy after wrecking Galveston, 
but that It redeveloped and gained new 
strength on reaching Kansas, and that 
after changing Its course to the north- 
east. It was centered o*er Iowa on the 
morning of the railroad' wreck. On 
that day It crossed the Great L*kes 
with hurricane force, reaching a ve- 
locity of ninety miles at Chicago. 


THE LAWYER'S CLEVER PLAN.

3500 CASES DECIDED. 


In the past ten years more than 5500 


cases have been decided In American 
courts on the evidence furnished by 
the weather recoras. 


Ninety per cent of these cases are 


personal Injury cases, and many times 
a most carefully prepared suit for 
suffering plaintiff, witnesses and cir- 
cumstantial evidence, has been de- 
plorably ruined by the records of the 
weather bureau. 


On the other hand, defendant cor- 


porations have met their Waterloo 
through the same records 
Thus one 


great street railway company, which 
was In the business of fighting damage 
suits by the simple and frugal plan of 
introducing hired witnesses to swear to
